SOARING CARGO HANDLING 
COSTS are posing a major problem 
for all branches of transportation, 
the shipping industry in particula:

SEVERAL YEARS AGO, when guided missiles 
were scarcely beyond the science-fiction stage, the 
problem of packaging them was a formidable 
one —even more so than now. Determined to 
create a container which would effectively shield 
an incredibly complex and costly missile from the 
vibrations and shocks normally encountered in 
shipping, packaging engineers worked doggedly 
for over six months. They succeeded in develop- 
ing the required unit. 

The container that eventually emerged was a 
unique one and SEEMED fully capable of meeting 
the vital need for which it was devised. Yet, the 
first time the missile package was used, it was 
suddenly discovered that there was no way to pick 
it up! 

Intent on evolving a solid, shock-proof, protec- 
tive unit, the hard-working packaging engineers 
had completely overlooked the materials handling 
aspect of the new container. And as a result, six 
months of intense effort and a considerable re- 
search expenditure were wasted. The engineers 
were forced to start from scratch all over again 
in their search for a highly protective and practi- 
cal missile shipping container. 


Closer Cooperation Needed 

Citing this as a striking example of what can 
happen when effective liason between materials 
handling and packaging personnel is lacking, Mr. 
Charles J. Zusi, in a recent speech before the 
Illinois Division of SIPHME, graphically under- 
scored the growing need for close and whole- 
hearted cooperation between packaging and ma- 
terial handling engineers in the development of 
containers for the shipping industry. 

“As a packaging consultant,”’ Mr. Zusi declared, 
“I am continually brought face to face with the 
fact that, since most industrial handling is of 
materials in packages—or about to go into pack- 
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ages—and one of the principal reasons for pack- 
ages is to make their contents easier to handle, 
these two functions necessarily interlock. 

“A manufactred product is of no use in the 
manufacturers’ plant. It just sits there eating 
up rent, depreciation, and obsolesence. To be use- 
ful, it must be moved to the place where it is to be 
used and that means that it must be handled. 

“For most products the handling is facilitated 
by packages ...of some sort. Furthermore, both 
handling and packaging can be planned better 
when they are considered together. The fact that 
materials handling personnel sometimes work on 
materials which are not packaged and that pack- 
aging personnel must consider factors other than 
handling is beside the point.” 


Packing and Handling Procedures 

Packages must be handled to and through filling, 
closing, and sealing machines, Mr. Zusi continued, 
and the kind of conveyor used depends on both 
the packaging and the machines. Inner packages 
and then shipping containers often must be moved 
from one floor to another. Again, the handling 
procedure emploved depends largely on the kind 
of packages containing the product 

Palletizing is a possibilitv. Whether and how 
that is done depends on the container, and the 
design of the container, in turn, should be in- 
fluenced by the palletizing factor. 

Even the arrangement of the packages on the 
pallet depends upon certain properties of the 
boxes. The boxes are to be lifted. Should fork lift 
trucks be employed or should some other handling 
’ A grabbing unit works like 
a nutcracker. But if the package turns out to 
be more like a paper-shell pecan than a_ black 
walnut, what will happen?

Stronger Transportation System Set 
As Goal By TAA Annual Convention 


CONCERNED with the importance of efficient, 
low cost transportation to the defense and eco- 
nomic health of the nation, shippers and carrier 
officials from all over the country met in Chicago 
last month for the annual meeting of the Trans- 
portation Association of America. 

Held in an atmosphere of growing concern 
with regard to U.S. transportation’s multiplying 
problems, even as the two-day session convened 
top-echelon railroad officials were in Washington, 
pleading their case before the government. Else- 
where, moreover, the airlines, having just com- 
pleted their analysis of 1957’s balance sheet, were 
reporting an increasingly difficult financial situa- 
tion and warning of possible roll-backs in service. 

Nevertheless, while transportation’s financial 
and operational headaches comprised a major 
area of discussion at the Chicago conclave, a 
majority of the more than 800 TAA members 
participating in the meeting were fairly optimis- 
tic about the future. The general consensus was 
that with time, effort, intense self-appraisal, and 
understanding from the shipper and the public 
at large, even the most complex problems con- 
fronting transportation have a solution and can 
and will eventually be ironed out. 


TAA Theme 


The theme of 1958’s TAA conference was: “A 
Strong Transport System Makes A Stronger 
America.” And almost to a man, those attend- 
ing the Windy City meeting evidenced an un- 
flagging determination to initiate the measures 
and develop the policies needed to strengthen and 
bolster transportation in this country. 

Nowhere more than in the annual report sub- 
mitted to the members of the TAA by the group’s 
Board of Directors was this determination re- 
flected. Declared the organization’s governing 
body: “The prime objective of the Transportation 


Association of America — since its origin in 
1935 — has been the maintenance of our trans- 


portation system under private enterprise. That 
continues to be at the heart of TAA purposes. 

“It is the firm conviction of the Board of Di- 
rectors that the way to carry out this objective 
is to deal with changing conditions in the trans- 
port field so that regulation may keep pace to 
assure sound, ‘successful transportation; delve 
into the problems so that they may be handled 
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intelligently in the mutual interest of users, in- 
vestors, and carriers; and pursue increasingly the 
development of public understanding and aware- 
ness, so that all may realize that ‘A Strong Trans- 
port System Makes A Stronger America.’ ” 
That vision, careful planning, and carrier-ship- 
per teamwork in a single, cohesive organization 
like the TAA can and does pay off was graphically 
underscored by the “1957 TAA Washington 
Achievement Scoreboard,” presented at the Chi-

cago session. Three bills pushed by the TAA, it 
was revealed, were passed by the 85th Congress. 
Thev included railroad reorganizations; contract 
carrier rates publication; and contract carrier 
redefinition. 


Other Successes 

Elsewhere in transportation legislation, other 
successes were achieved. With regard to govern- 
ment competition with commercial transporta- 
tion, for example, Congress ordered the Military 
Air Transport Service to make greater use of 
commercial lines. And in the field of taxation, 
Washington hearings were held and the first steps 
taken toward eventually forcing the repeal of the 
“temporary” tax placed on transportation during 
World War II. 

What is the TAA seeking in 1958? Three key 
objectives, discussed at the Chicago conclave, 
have been given “top priority.”” They include a 
continued drive to reduce government competition 
in transportation; a campaign for repeal of the 
excise taxes on for-hire transport; and a persist- 
ing critical eye on proposals designed to impair 
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Over 800 TAA members attended this 
year's Windy City convention.

the independence and effectiveness of regulatory 
agencies in the field of transportation. 

Aside from a detailed review of TAA accom- 
plishments since the last ‘“‘all-member” meeting 
of the group in 1957, and the formulation and 
approval of an “action program” for this year, 
last month’s TAA session delved into the current 
problems of shippers and carriers and the steps 
that might be taken to overcome them. 


Shipper-Carrier Roundtable 

Centered on the topic, “Industry Looks At 
Transportation Problems,” a highlight of the con- 
clave featured an energetic shipper-carrier round- 
table discussion. James F. Haley, Vice President 
and Manager of the Traffic and Transportation 
Department of the Koppers Company, and Pres)- 
dent of the National Defense Transportation As- 
sociation, spoke for America’s industrial shippers. 
Representing the nation’s carriers, Braxton B. 
Carr, President of the American Waterways 
Operators, Inc.; James F. Pinkney, General Coun- 
sel of the American Trucking Associations, Inc.; 
C. M. Roddewig, President, Association of West- 
ern Railways; and John E. Stephen, General 
Counsel of the Air Transport Association of 
America, quizzed and answered Mr. Haley. 

Declaring that in all too many instances, Amer- 
ica’s carriers today are failing to provide ship- 
pers with the specialized services they need, Mr. 
Haley pointed out that there is a “‘rising do-it- 
yourself trend” among shippers, who are attempt- 
ing to evolve procedures for meeting their special- 
ized requirements themselves. This, he empha- 
sized, is not doing transportation any good and 
it is about time carriers everywhere took steps to 
make themselves more flexible so that they may 
better meet the needs of their customers. 

Moreover, speaking as a veteran traffic man- 
ager, the Koppers Company executive hit hard at 
TM’s who fail to treat “each shipment as a new, 
separate, and challenging assignment,” calling for 
a complete reevaluation of the carrier to be em- 
ployed and the route to be followed. 

“Stand-pat traffic management,” he asserted, 
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leads all too many TMs to fall back on the same 
carrier and the same shipping method again and 
again, despite the reduction in costs and the en- 
hanced efficiency to be derived from other carriers 
and modes of transportation. 

Effective shipping, Mr. Haley concluded, is not 
achieved in this fashion. The traffic manager 
must be ingenious. He must be alert to fresh 
avenues for his shipments. And he must consider 
each and every shipment a separate problem and 
uncover the one transportation method best for 
both the consignor and the consignee. 

Prior to “industry’s look at transportation,” a 
panel of experts had painstakingly analyzed the 
financial and operational problems of America’s 
carriers. The picture that emerged was a mixed 
one, With the airlines and railroads running into 
difficulty, and truck carriers and inland water- 
ways registering gains. 


Topic: Trucking 
Trucking expert Albert W. Ambs, Assistant 
Vice President of the First National City Bank 
of New York, described the truck industry today 
in this fashion: ‘From one million truck registra- 
tions in 1920, the number has increased in 1957 
to more than 10 million. The increase in registra- 
tions, however, is not the whole story. To com- 
plete our picture of this hustling, bustling area of 
transportation, we must realize that since the 
birth of the trucking industry, the carrying capa- 
city of each unit has also more than quadrupled. 
“The ten vears since 1947 have produced an 
impressive record of growth in the trucking field. 
A decade ago, trucks carried 7.9 percent of the 
total intercity freight in the United States. Last 
year, the comparable figure was 18.8 percent. 
“Stated in ton miles, the growth in volume is 
more dramatic — an increase of 176 billion in 
1947 to 254 billion in 1956. Percentage-wise, this 
works out as a traffic increase of 225 percent, 
while the total intercity freight moved by all 
forms of transportation increased only 37 per- 
cent during the same period. In 1956 there were

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Fifteen Ways To 
Cut Industrial 


IT STARTED as a practical joke — but it 
ended in serious injury for three shipping room 
employees, “Revving” his vehicle up to its top 
speed of 10 miles per hour, an industrial truck 
operator headed his machine straight toward a 
busy loading crew. 

A few yards from the group he jammed on 
his brake, fully expecting the onrushing truck to 
grind to a nerve-wracking stop only a few inches 
from the loaders. The brake failed to hold, how- 
ever. Desperately attempting to skirt the crew, 
the driver plowed into a pile of heavy wooden 
crates — bringing the boxes down on three of 
the men and narrowly escaping serious injury 
himself. 

As a consequence of the truck operator’s foolish 
behavior, two members of the work group suffer- 
ed severe head injuries and the third a broken 
leg. As to the driver himself, needless to say, he 
was held financially responsible for the extensive 
damage done to his truck and was fired on the 
spot. 

An unusual episode? Not at all, the National 
Safety Council points out. The incident of the 
practical joke-gone-astray reported here, unfortu- 
nately, is far from unique. It is actually repre-

sentative of the dozens of reports 
dustrial truck mishaps caused by horseplay—re- 
ceived by the Council every year. 


However, even without these prank-inspired 
accidents, the Council continues, industrial truck 
mishaps are taking a far heavier toll in lost man- 
hours, medical expenses, and damage to company 
equipment than they should. What’s more, ac- 
cording to a survey just released by the New York 
State Department of Labor, even in the face of the 
extensive publicity given the problem in recent 
years, the number of industrial truck accidents 
continues to rise steadily. 


Safety Drive 


Cognizant of the fact that industrial trucks 
can contribute significantly to a firm’s operating 
efficiency, and, when used properly, can slash ma- 
terials handling accidents, management has 
launched an intensive drive aimed at hammering 
home these twin points to its personnel. Reducing 
industrial truck mishaps, as a matter of fact, has 
now become a prime safety project of a growing 
number of firms around the nation. 

These firms recognize the value of the indus- 
trial truck. But they have also come to realize 
that if their equipment is to be employed safely 
and effectively, a painstakingly planned program 

designed to acquaint operators with safe truck 
handling procedures — must be established and 
maintained. Otherwise, the economies their trucks 
are designed to achieve may well be negated by 
skyrocketing hospital bills and heavy equipment 
damage. 

To this end, therefore, companies everywhere 
are evolving and ‘relying heavily on industrial 
truck training programs. One midwestern con- 
cern, for example, now requires all newly hired 
operators who have had “some” experience in in- 
dustrial truck handling to participate in a 16 
hour safety “classroom.” Completely inexperi- 
enced operators, on the other hand, must complete

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Nation’s First ASPCA Shelter For 
Airborne Animals Opens At Idlewild 


THE FIRST ASPCA SHELTER in the United 
States to be built exclusively for the care of ani- 
mal air-travelers, located in the heart of New 
York International Airport’s mammoth Air Cargo 
Center, was formally opened on January 29. Wil- 
liam Rockefeller, President of the Society, pre- 
sided at the ceremony, which was attended by 
officials of the Port of New York Authority and 
representatives of foreign and domestic airlines.

Standing-in for the animal kingdom was the 
Navy’s bearded goat, Bill XIV, mascot of the 
United States Naval Academy. Rambunctious Bill 
was flown from Annapolis to inspect the Animal- 
port’s facilities, which provide for the housing and 
care of sky-borne members of the animal world, 
entering or leaving the world’s largest airport at 
the rate of 100,000 annually. 


The Honorable Donald V. Lowe, Chairman of 
the Port of New York Authority, in turning over 
to Mr. Rockefeller the 20-year lease for the land 
on which the structure is erected, hailed the new 
Animalport as “a much-needed addition to the 
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cargo handling tacilities of this great Airport. 
“It is particularly fitting and gratifying,” he 
declared, “that this facility — the first of its 
kind in the United States — should be constructed 
and operated by the ASPCA. Those who ship 
animals and all those who love animals may now 
be certain that the best, most efficient, and most 
humane treatment will be waiting for animal 
passengers at New York International Airport.” 
In accepting the lease, Mr. Rockefeller asserted: 
Since animals are necessarily considered cargo, be- 
cause they are legally viewed as property owned 
by human beings, their welfare is therefore the 
responsibility of human beings. Our facilities to 
administer to the requirements of sky-borne ani- 
mals are now ready. Services will go into effect 


immediately, and it is our hope that the Animal- 
port will be a welcome answer to the animal land- 
ing problems taced by shippers, consienees, and 
the airline carriers.”

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Proper Rail Car Loading Procedures 


Reduce Freight Damage, Speed Delivery 


LATE LAST DECEMBER, a boxcar laden with 
vitally needed aircraft components arrived in Chi- 
cago, after a long overland journey from the 
West Coast. Given priority handling, the car was 
immediately detached from its train, rushed to 
a warehouse siding, and opened. 

The sight that greeted the first work crew to 
climb into the car was a grim one. Somewhere 
en route from Los Angeles to Chicago, a whole 
section of boxes — containing the most delicate 
aircraft devices — had broken loose. Hurled 
against the far side of the freight car by a sudden 
stop, at least half of them had smashed against 
the wall, broken open, and strewn their valuable 
contents all over the boxcar floor. 

As a damage survey subsequently revealed, of 
the 653 components packed in the crates, some 
271 had been injured beyond repair. Another 
103 were so badly battered that they required 
extensive and costly alterations before they couid 
be utilized. 


How It Happened 

What went wrong? How had the cases torn 
loose? Here is an excerpt from the preliminar) 
report filed by the damage survey group: “... the 
evidence points to haphazard loading .. . The plan 
followed for the placement of the cargo in the 
car was ill-conceived and the materials employed 
to keep it from shifting of a cheap and decidedl) 
inferior quality. Estimated damage: $5,000.” 

“Penny wise, pound foolish” is an old and 
familiar maxim which should have special mean- 
ing for rail shippers. In few areas of transport- 
ing freight by rail does this saying have greater 
validity, however, than in the safe and effective 
loading of a freight car. The “damage case” cite: 
previously graphically demonstrates that point. 

The firm hedging on a dollar’s worth of nails 
or staples; skimping on steel strapping and other 
essential materials; purchasing second grade luin- 
ber to save the price of first; and failing to take 
the time to carefully plan its loading operation 
inay well be courting thousands of dollars worth 
of damage. 


This, moreover, isn’t the whole story with re- 


gard to the high price of freight damage. Any 
compietely accurate evaluation of damage costs 
must include the loss of customers who sooner 
or later turn to other suppliers when damaged 
merchandise is received from the same source too 
often; higher freight and insurance rates; and de- 
lays in the receipt of payment for delivered goods. 

The overwhelming importance of developing and 
using loading techniques designed to attain maxi- 
mum freight security, therefore, is obvious. 
Nevertheless, it is a fact — borne out by statistics 
just compiled on railroad cargo damage in 1957— 
that injury to freight directly attributable to im- 
proper loading procedures comprised the lion’s 
share of all rail freight damage last vear. 

A battered shipment received by the Picatinn, 
Arsenal in Dover, New Jersey, was typical of the 
situation around the nation. In this instance, tw 
freight cars had been shipped trom Oakley, Ohio. 
Each was loaded with type “SF Grade 5 Solid

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An intensive Northwest Airlines research program 
designed to come up with a solution to one of air 
cargo’s most formidable problems — the effective 
handling of sky freight on the ground — is beginning 
to pay big dividends. As the first step in a farsighted 
project aimed at improving its service to air shippers, 
Northwest has instituted a new ground processing 
procedure at New York international Airport, which, 
it is claimed, cuts truck-to-plane loading time by 
50 percent. 


In a nutshell, here’s how the system works: The 
moment a truck laden with Northwest-bound cargo 
arrives at the airport, it is moved to the airline’s 
warehouse. There it is immediately unloaded onto a 
specially constructed conveyor; moved past an auto- 
matic scale recording its weight; and carried right 
into the plane. From start to finish — and this is the 
key to the Northwest system — the consi gned freight 
never leaves the conveyor belt 
stowed away for shipment.

That, basically, is all there is to the procedure, 
Northwest officials report.

So successful has the system been, as a matter of 
fact, that the airline now plans to utilize it at North- 
west air freight centers in other cities, as soon as 
the volume of sky cargo passing through these ter- 
minals warrants its employment.

The latest in a long line of Flying Boxcars, this 
aircraft reportedly will be bigger, faster, and far 
more versatile than any of its predecessors. Fair- 
child officials are reputed to be enthusiastic about 
its possibilities, labeling the projected sky freighter 
a ‘“‘dream plane, which will drastically reduce cargo 
and troop hauling costs.”’ 


TRADE WINDS 


Powered by four gas turbine engines geared to 
propellers, the still experimental Turbo 3oxcar is 
expected to have a payload capacity of 30,000 pounds 
at 250 m.p.h. and at an altitude of 25,000 feet. Al- 
ready in the blueprint phase, meanwhile, is a later 
version of the Turbo 3oxcar, which will feature short 
take-offs and landings while retaining high-cruise 
speed and load carrying capacity. 


A turboprop 137 feet long, with a wingspan of 142 
feet and a maximum takeoff weight of 205,000 pounds 
is now being developed by Canadair, Ltd. of Canada. 
Actually the commercial version of the CL~44 being 
readied for the Royal Canadian Air Force, the 
Canadair Freighter, as the aircraft has been named, 
will have a payload capacity of close to 35 tons. 

Canadair claims, moreover, that its commercial 
sky freighter will be fully capable of transporting 
70,000 pounds across the Atlantic at a direct operat- 
ing cost ranging between 4'2¢ and S¢ per-ton-mile— 
less than half current costs. 


The plane will have two loading doors (6'4’ x 10’) 
as well as flooring fitted with tracks said to be able 
to support the heaviest cargo load. ‘‘Special atten- 
tion is being given to the problem of quick and easy 
loading,’’ Canadair officials report, ‘‘and various 
schemes of palletized loading will be available.”’ 


FLYING FREIGHT 


A 6'4-ton fire pumper, manufactured by Mack Trucks 
Ltd. of Canada, took to the sky recently, in the first 
airborne delivery of fire-fighting equipment ever 
recorded. 


Destined for Yellowknife, an all but isolated fish- 
ing village located on Great Slave Lake in Canada’s 
Northwest Territory, the mammoth pumper was flown 
in aboard a twin-engine Bristol transport chartered 
by Mack. Loading the pumper aboard the Bristol was 
the most difficult phase of the assignment. Only by 
stripping off such parts as the siren, steps, fenders, 
and equipment brackets were handlers able to 
squeeze the unit into its carrier.

Capital Airlines, in an unusual financial arrange- 
ment with the General Dynamics Corporation, has 
placed an order for a fleet of Convair 880 jet planes 
to be delivered starting September, 1960. The manu- 
facturer reputedly has agreed to extend credit to the 
airline of up to $60,000,000 for the purchase of the 
15 jet aircraft, as well as for the refinancing of an 
obligation the line has to Vickers-Armstrongs, Ltd. 
for its fleet of Viscount planes. 


Capital’s 880s will be capable of 615-mile-an-hour 
speeds; will carry 94 passengers; and will be equip- 
ped with up-to-the-minute engine noise suppressing 
devices. 


A measure (S. 2974) introduced late last month by 
Senator Payne of Maine calls for Washington to ex- 
tend the Federal Airport Act for four more years. The 
Act, which provides for federal aid of 50 percent on 
approved airport sites, is now due to lapse on July ], 
1959, 


In an announcement made on January 29, New York 
Airways revealed that it intends to replace its six 
single-rotor helicopters with five tandem-rotor units 
as soon as it reaches an agreement with the CA on 
future government subsidy. 


Robert L. Cummings, Jr., the line’s president, 
pointed out that the purchase of 15 passenger Vertol 
44B helicopters would make it possible to provide 
twice the amount of service NYA now offers on its 
airport shuttle and suburban flights. 


Shortly before the announcement of the helicopter 
carrier’s plans, officials of the line labeled 1957 as 
one of the most impressive years in its history. The 
largest increase in service was reflected in the 
volume of mail transported by the company — 
2,548,000 pounds, as against 1,392,000 in 1956. Air 
freight carried by New York Airways was the next 
highest in degree of increase. In 1957, the line flew 
699,496 pounds of air cargo, or 91,000 pounds more 
than during the previous year. 


American Airlines has agreed to sell up to 30 of 
its Convair 240 aircraft to Dundel, Incorporated, a 
firm specializing in the leasing of aircraft. Ten of 
the twin-engine Convairs, used by American princi- 


pally on short-haul routes, were sold in 1957. Another 
ten are scheduled for delivery to Dundel during 1958, 
while Dundel has the option to purchase ten more 
should it so desire. 


January 1, 1960. That’s the target date Los 
Angeles has set for the completion of its new, 
modern, jet-equipped airport. Blueprinted to cover 
265 acres, the projected airfield will feature a de- 
centralized passenger terminal and other improve- 
ments. This terminal will be laid out in a rectangular 
pattern, with six additional airline terminal buildings 
— operated as independent units — located on the 
perimeter. Each unit will be capable of handling ten 
jet transports with a 150-passenger capacity. 


Another outstanding example of the freight charge 
savings available to shippers taking to the air was 
recently provided by the safe and speedy hauling 
of this bulky engine from New York to Laos. In 
photo above, Japan Air Line cargo haulers are shown 
loading the heavy engine through a specially de- 
signed cargo door, which JAL has added to its DC- 
6Bs to accommodate all sizes and types of cargo 
shipments. Only the base of the engine was crated, 
to provide for skidding, and corrugated cardboard 
proved more than adequate to protect the top half of 
the engine in its flight.

the overwhelming importance of close packaging- 
materials handling engineering teamwork. Ma- 
terials handling and packaging engineering are 
utterly dependent on one another. 

Need further proof? A quick analysis of 
basic shipping costs should suffice. In this area, 
it is obvious that when costs are obtained, they 
must include everything—especially items which 
are not independent variables. The cost of ma- 
terials handling in influenced by the package and 
vice versa. Somebody, then, must consider both of 
these factors together and it should be an engi- 
neer rather than another member of management. 

Concluded Mr. Zusi: “One or the other of the 
two kinds of engineers we are talking about should 
raise himself up to a higher level by learning both 
materials handling and packaging. He thus will 
take one more step toward top management. 

“One does not move up the ranks and get on 
the management team by continually shouting, 
‘My job is more important than you think it is.’ 
Instead, a person who is top management material 
carries out his important job thoroughly and in- 
telligently, so that it will surely be noticed, and 
he prepares for and does the next higher and 
still more important function without being told. 
If you are both an industrial packaging and a 
materials handling engineer, you will have auto- 
matically raised yourself to a higher level.”

utilized to hold these straps to the boards. 


D. A “‘floating’’ gate provides another inexpensive, but useful, 
protective loading device. For maximum effectiveness, it should 
be placed midway between the end of the freight car and the 
center bulwark. It need not be anchored or fastened to the 
car. Instead, as its name implies, the gate should be left free 
to ‘“‘float’’ or move 
This type of gate is particularly useful when drums or small 
boxes are being shipped, since it will maintain the alignment 
and transfer thrust forces from the weak center over to the 


sides. 


When steel strapping is used to anchor a load, 
the AAR strongly advises that a five-point “dam- 
age-proof” program be followed. 

1. Steel straps 1% inches x 0.035 inches should be employed. 

2. Anchor plate should be located at least three feet back from 
the face of the load. 

3. Plates should be staggered, so that they are alternated on 
two or three different posts, thus avoiding a concentration of 
the load at one point. 

4. Anchor plate should be securely nailed — over a post — to the 
boxcar wall 

5. Determine the number of straps to be used by first calculating 
the load at each end of the car and then applying the folow- 
ing table, prepared by the AAR: 

Gross Load Weigh! 
Each End of Car 


Minimum Number of 1's x 
0.035 inch Steel Straps 


(Pounds) Required in Each End of Car

6. See to it that the load is tight, each strap properly tensioned, 


and securely sealed. Then staple the straps to the gate 


Now, how about “tloating” loads? ‘Floating’ 
loads are held together with steel strapping. In 
this tvpe of stowage, a number of loaded steel 
drums are bound together by the strapping to 
form a single large unit. Free to “float” back and 
forth in the freight car, the unit is not held in 
place by a gate. Instead, frictional forces are re- 
lied upon to brake, minimizing the 
movement of 


serve a 
the load. 
Both ends of the freight car must be protected 
with a substantial bulkhead and anchor 
straps when the “floating” load techniques is used. 
The straps should be brought back on each side 


steel 


so that the sheathing on the car will not be dam- 
aged. 

Rigid wood bracing is still another excellent 
innovation for holding heavy loads in place. This 
arrangement does not require straps, but relics 
instead upon the ability of wooden spreaders to 
keep the gates in position. Since the 
spreaders utilized are always under compression— 


wooden 


and since wood is supposedly strongest when un- 
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this type of bulwark can be 
extremely effective as a protective agent for cargo 
on the move. 

According to packaging engineer Shepherd Lev- 
more of the Picatinny Arsenal, rigid bracing has 


der compression 


been used successfully at his establishment for 
many years. 

This is the system used at Picatinny: First, two 
gates are made and placed against the lading. 
Then 2 x 6 spreaders are positioned across the 
aisle space in the car. These spreaders are longer 
than the distance between gates and a sledge 
hammer is used to force them into position, thus 
assuring a snug fit and preventing the cargo from 
moving. 

With rail cargo damage caused by poor load- 
ing costing millions of dollars every year, a grow- 
ing number of shippers, with the whole-hearted 
cooperation of America’s railroads, are placing 
# new emphasis on fool-proof loading procedures 
for the protection of their merchandise. 

The trend is an encouraging one and contains 
enormous possibilities. For only when the rail 
shipper comes to recognize that planning, adequate 
protective materials, and proper procedures are 
the keys to effective freight car loading, will he 
finally be assured of the safe arrival at its desti- 
nation of his cargo and an end to the perplexing 
freight damage problems that have plagued hi: 
for so long.

Race and show horses, elephants for zoos, mon- 
keys, tropical birds for dealers, and household 
pets — including dogs, cats, and other domestic 
animals are among the more frequent day-to- 
day arrivals at International Airport. More than 
100,000 such animals were transported last year 
by the 36 airlines, representing 23 nations, serving 
this aerial gateway to the United States and 
carrying cargo as well as passengers to the far- 
flung corners of the globe.

32 hours of in-the-classroom, on-the-job training, 
before they are allowed on an industrial truck 
alone. 


Still another company, moreover, sees to it 
that safety brochures covering industrial truck 
utilization are distributed to its personnel every 
month. And a third firm has made effective use 
of a wide variety of safety posters and signs 
displaved prominently wherever industrial trucks 


wre used. 


A training program alone, however, is not 
enough to ensure a reduction in industrial truck 
mishaps. In addition to teaching safe truck 
handling techniques, experts emphasize, firms 
must establish and enforce a set of very definite 
safety regulations regulations geared to guide 
operators in their work.

safeguards which have resulted in substantial 
reductions in industrial truck mishaps. They com- 
prise an amalgam of the procedures followed 
some of the most safety conscious plants in 
America, including the Coca-Cola Bottling Com- 
pany and the Continental Can Company. 


1. Loads should never be permitted to obstruct the operator's 


view. 


2. Since it is a well established fact that the higher a load is 
carried, the more difficult it is to control, all loads should be carried 
as low as possible 


3. Drivers must recognize the capacity of their units. Under no 
circumstances should they be allowed to lift a load in excess of 
that capacity. 


4. Equipment failures should be reported immediately. If a truck 
is not operating with 100 percent efficiency, maintenance should be 
contacted and the defect or defects corrected. 


5. Caution should be exercised so that loads are not picked up 
with forks off center. Failure to follow this rule may well result in 
a spilled load or injury to the operator and those around him

6. Unauthorized personnel must not operate industrial trucks. In 
addition, they must not be permitted to ride on the engine com- 
partment, battery, or forks. 


7. All industrial truck operators must stop their vehicles com- 
pletely before passing through the doors of buildings; entering 
ramps; or approaching blind corners. Before starting again, the 
horn should be sounded. 


8. Trucks should never be operated in the dark. 


9. Plant traffic rules must be observed. Operators should be 
warned that they must keep to the right at all times. 


10. Off center loading should be prevented. This type of load- 
ing can result in severe injury to the operator and damage to the 
goods he is carrying. 


11. Drivers must operate their vehicles smoothly. Special precau- 
tions should be taken when a load is elevated for tiering. 


12. Operators must stop within three feet in narrow aisles near 
congested areas, and within eight feet in open sections. 10 feet 
should be regarded as the optimum distance between moving 
vehicles. 


13. Practical jokes involving industrial trucks must be strongly 
discouraged. 


14. Trucks should never be driven with wet hands 


15. Horns are to be used — not abused. The driver should be 
required to signal when approaching intersecting aisles, blind corners, 
or swinging doors. Several short blasts are preferable to one long 
blast, and care should be exercised not to startle fellow employees 
at work. 


The establishment of effective industrial truck 
safety precautions and the development of a truck 
training program, materials handling experts— 
industrial truck manufacturers included point 
out, is the only solution to today’s mounting in- 
dustrial truck accident toll. Only through the 
adoption of this two pronged safety blueprint, 
they emphasize, will the full potential of the in- 
dustrial truck as an invaluable materials handling 
component be realized and will the economies and 
the efficient handling precedures it is capable of 
attaining actually be achieved.

approximately 3,000 for-hire motor carrier com- 
panies comprising the trucking industry. Gross 
revenues were just under six billion dollars. 
“Needless to say, therefore, the trucking indus- 
try has become an important factor in the econ- 
omy of the country and without a doubt makes a 
material contribution to better transportation 
facilities for the public,’ Mr. Ambs emphasized. 
“Not only is trucking here to stay, but it is still 
growing. When 1957 figures are finally compiled, 
the industry will probably show an increase in 
volume over 1956 of something close to ten per- 
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cent. About half of the increase is attributable 
to rate rises, with the balance representing new 
traffic. And bear in mind that this was achieved 
during a year when manufacturing industries, 
railroads, and some service industries experienced 
a degree of recession.” 

The situation surrounding America’s inland 
waterways is also bright with promise for the 
carriers operating on these waterways, as well 
as for the shippers utilizing them with increasing 
frequency. So outstanding are the gains being 
registered by waterway cargo haulers, as a matter 
of fact, that Mr. Ambs labeled water transporta- 
tion in the United States today as the “come- 
back” story of recent years. 

“Initial settlement of the country,” he reported, 
depended heavily on this form of transporting 
goods and people. With the advent of the rail- 
roads, however, water transportation experienced 
a steady decline and was almost a thing of the 
past by World War I. 

“Then, in 1918, the Federal government put a 
fleet of towboats on the Mississippi as a badly 
needed war measure, During the next two dec- 
ades, consequently, a thriving industry was re- 
born. 


“At present, over 8 percent of all intercity 
freight moves by water. And during the last ten 
vears, the growth of this form of transportation 
closely parallels that of the motor carriers, with 
total volume more than tripled and the percentage 
of total intercity traffic moving by water more 
than doubling.” 

The reason for this growth, .Mr. Ambs con- 
tinued, is economic. Water transport costs less. 
The proven economies of waterway transporta- 
tion have had much to do with the construction 
of new plants and industry along the waterway 
system. 

“IT am told,” the inland waterways expert con- 
cluded, “that new plant capacity so located within 
the last five years far exceeds new plant construc- 
tion elsewhere on a percentage basis. This has 
had an extremely salutory effect on waterway 
operations, for shippers and carriers.” 

As opposed to the important strides forward 
that have been chalked up by water and truck 
carriers, the recent earnings record of the rail- 
roads and airlines has not been quite as bright. 
With regard to the railroads, information con- 
cerning their problems has been widely published 
during the past vear. 

Not as well known to the shipper and the pub- 
lic, though, are the mounting difficulties of the 
nation’s air carriers, These difficulties were sum- 
marized by air expert William Harding of Smith, 
Barney and Company, when he reported to the 
membership of the TAA: “The Air Transporta- 
tion Industry is facing some very serious obstacles

at the present time. The decline in earnings since 
1955, for example, has embarrassed the carriers 
at a time when they are in the midst of a revolu- 
tionary transition from piston engines to jets. As 
a matter of fact, they have already committed 
2', times their net worth to the purchase of these 
new jet aircraft.” 

CAB policies and regulations, Mr. Harding con- 
tinued, are responsible to a large extent for the 
present difficulties of air carriers. What’s the 
solution? Mr. Harding concluded with a quotation 
{from a recent report of the Aviation Securities 
Committee of the Investment Bankers Associa- 
tion, of which he is a member. 

* .. the magnitude and critical nature of the 
Air Transportation Industry’s problems defy . . . 
pliece-meal solution ... We recommend that the 
President of the United States appoint at once 
an individual of the highest qualifications to 
undertake a complete review of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Act and CAB procedures under the Act, 
with the aim of presenting to Congress a con- 
crete program for constructive action.” 


A keystone in America’s intensifying post- 
Sputnik defense effort, vital to the country’s 


security in wartime, and of paramount import- 
ance to the smooth flow of goods and persons so 
essential to the economic well-being of the nation. 
U.S. transportation today admittedly faces grave 
problems, disturbing to its service and slowing its 
growth.
